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Mullenschlader also related to us some behavior of Jackson that he found unusual prior to the interview. 

Mullenschlader said that when he arrived at his daughters apartment to pick Brian up for the interview on 
11/7/00, that when he went into the apartment it was dark with the exception of two candles that were 
burning. He said Brian Jackson was lying on the couch saying nothing and was upset because the pizza 
that had been promised for earlir delivery was late. 

Jackson became antimated about the upcoming interview, making a comment that “these guys aren’t even 
here”. At that time, Joe Mullenschlader suggested that Brian call the police department to see if we had 
shown up, which had prompted a telephone call in which this writer took, where Brian had explained that 
he would be a little late. 

After the pizza arrived, Mullenschlader said that Jackson was obviously upset about something, and was 
outright rude to his daughter. 

Jackson also elicited help from Joseph Mullenschlader knowing that he had been a police officer and a 
detective. Mullenschlader said that Jacskson asked him if he could give him any “pointers” on how to 
deal with the interview and talk to the detectives. Mullenschlader told Jackson he should just tell the 
truth.
